That the NRA faces hot debate 
in the Senate was apparent yes- 
terday in view of a bitter attack 
on it from both sides of the aisle. 

Borah (Rep.) Idaho, opened the 
attack with a demand for full and 
vigorous enforcement of the anti- 
trust laws. 

Glass (Dem.) Virginia, said: “Not 
{n the whole 45 years of the exist- 
ence of the anti-trtst law was one 
tithe as much effort made to en- 
force it as has been made in the 
last two years to enforce this abom- 
inable NRA law, and to use all the 


powers of the Government to intim- | 
idate and to boycott the small in- 


dustries of this country.” 
Richberg, La Follette Clash. 

Glass and Borah’ spoke after 
Richberg had testified for the sec- 
ond day before the Senate commit- 
tee. 

He contended NRA had provided 
$,000,000 new jobs and given a tre- 
mendous boost to total payrolls, 
but conceded the pressure under 
which the codes were drawn result- 
ed in many “doubtful” provisions. 

Richberg and La Follette engaged 
in a contest of figures. La Follette 
thrust out with statistics estimat- 
ing unemployed at 10,830,000 in De- 
cember, 1934, compared with 16,631,- 
000 in December, 1933. 

Richberg paried with “we had an 
{increase of 3,000,000 jobs before De- 
cember, 1933.” 

“Yes,” La Follette agreed. “But 
we haven’t made much progress 
since.” 

La Follette then read figures that 
factory workers were getting $20.71 
December, 1934, as compared with 
$18.50 in December, 1933. 

Richberg came back with fig- 
ures to show that a group of manu- 
facturing payrolls jumped from 
$96,000,000 a week in June, 1933, to 
$132,000,000 in December, 1934, and 
argued that by June, 1933, they had 
already risen from the low point.

NRA LOSES SUIT HERE

Judge Faris Says Congress Has 
No Power to Regulate 
Intrastate Business. 


Federal Judge Faris today denied 
the suit of the Government to 
force the National Garment Co. and 
its subsidiary, the National Under- 
wear Corporation, to comply with 
the NRA code of the underwear 
manufacturing industry. 

Citing numerous decisions of the 
United States Supreme Court, Judge 
Faris, in one of the few written 
opinions he nas handed down in 
his 16 years cn the district bench 
here, stated that he was “con- 
strained to conclude that no valid 
power lies in the Congress to fix 
by law hours of labor and minimum 
wage scales for employes of these 
defendants.” The Court found that 
the two companies were not en- 
gaged in interstate commerce and 
had not elected to be bound by the 
code and its regulations. 

Asserting, as have other Federal 
Judges in other suits, that the Na- 
tional. Industrial Recovery Act de- 
rives its authority from the com- 
merce clause of the constitution, 
Judge Faris supported his ruling 
that the defendants are not engaged 
in interstate commerce such as to 
subject them to the act with the 
following explanatory paragraph: 

“The mere facts that the defend- 
ants purchase the knitted rayon 
used by them in manufacturing 
garments, which when made they 
largely sell in other States of the 
Union, do not make their business 
interstate commerce. Before they 
dealt with the imported materials, 
and before labor was used on them 
and wages paid for making them 
into garments, these materials had 
come to rest in Missouri, their in- 
terstate journey ended.

Government Plans Experlmen- 
tal Colony to Go North This 
Spring on FERA Funds,

WASHINGTON, March- 9.—The 
Government made known yesterday 
the details of its plan to transfer 
200 families and 400 unmarried la- 
borers from drouth-blighted  dis- 
tricts in the Northwest to Mana- 
tusca Valley in Alaska this spring, 
The travel and preliminary expenses 
will be advanced by the Federal 
Emergency Relief Administration 
under its rural rehabilitation pro- 
gram.

The fact that the trans-Mississippi 
country was a foreign land was perceived by him 
to be a barrier to our predestined growth, with awk- 
ward and restrictive potentialities. And when he 
learned of the secret treaty by which Spain had ceded 
her possession to France, he realized the menacing 
possibilities of so aggressive a neighbor. That a 
proposal to buy New Orleans, as commercial strategy 
dictated, surprisingly developed into the whole terri- 
torial proposition is one of those enigmas that baffle 
understanding. 

Obviously, Napoleon did not know what he was

The 
facts are that, in 1934, 18,108 dogs were destroyed in 
St. Louis. Of this number, only 1063 dogs were sold 
to the two universities. 17,045, 
put to death by the Humane Society at the City 
Pound. fewer than 6 per cent of all dogs dis- 
posed of during 1934 were sold to the universities. 

The repealers are not fighting the general ordi- 
nance under which dog catchers operate. They are 
not asking the Mayor to rescind his proclamation of 
May, 1935, under which any dog not on private prem- 
ises or not under leash can be taken to the City 
Pound, to protect the children of the city against a 
renewed outbreak of the frightful disease of rabies. 
They are asking only for a repeal of the ordinance 
relating to the sale of dogs to medical schools.

S NONCHALANTLY as you please, the 
A texas Panhandle tosses into the air ev- 
ery day 1,600,000,000 cubic feet of natural 


gas, never to be recovered. This figure, 
arrived at by an analysis of the United 
States Bureau of Mines, represents a waste 


of nearly 60 per cent of the daily production 
of about 2,700,000.000 cubic feet from the 
world's largest known gas reservoir. 

The daily waste of gas in this single field 
exceeds by 60 per cent the average daily 
domestic and commercial consumption of 
natural gas in the entire United States. It 
larger than the amount used daily in 
Texas for all purposes. One day’s waste 
in the Panhandle would supply the market 
needs of Chicago for an entire year. 

Stated differently, natural gas blown into 
the air in one day in this single Texas field 
would cook a good meal for every family in 
America, with sufficient left over to heat 
80,000 homes for an entire winter month. 
Or it would develop six times the electric 
power now used in the whole State of Texas, 
or more than four times that to be pro- 
duced at Muscle Shoals. This daily waste is 
equal to 740 carloads of coal—enough to 
form a train eight miles long 

Thousands of housewives might have 
lower gas bills except for this wanton waste, 
which compares with the current squander- 
ing of oil resources and the earlier devasta- 
tion of American forests. Within another 
generation, 1,000,000 Southwestern families 
may have a serious fuel problem because of 
the natural gas now being blown into the 
air instead of being conserved under the 
ground. Gas wastage in the Panhandle was 
76 per cent greater last year than in 1933. 

First tapped in 1918, the Panhandle field 
is 115 miles long, with an average width of 
20 miles and a total area of 1,350,000 acres 
of oil and gas lands. The field now contains 
about 2800 oil and gas wells, nearly a third 
of which produce gas.

Estimates vary greatly as to the amount 
of natural gas in the Panhandle reservoir 
and the period for which the supply may 
be expected to last at the present rate of 
insane production. Last year, engineers es- 
timated the original reserve at 16 trillion 
cubic feet, of which more than four trillion 
cubic feet had been taken out. At the then 
current rate of production, the supply— 
which, if used for fuel and light alone, might 
last for 40 vears—was estimated to have a 
maximum life of 16 more years. Since then, 
however, wastage has increased, and other 
estimates have given the field a life of only 
10—or even five—years. 

Gas production in this field did not reach 
large proportions until 1925 and 1926. but 
has increased steadily since then. From the 
beginning, the gas has been used, often 
wastefully, in the drilling and pumping of 
wells and for the operation of refineries: 
but this use accounts for only a smail pro 
portion of the total output and is not likely 
to increase much. 

Gas for use for heat and light is carried 
from the Panhandle by nine pipe lines, six 
of which do interstate husiness. These lines 
extend to Minneapolis, Chicago and the east 
ern border of Indiana. With capacity of

A larger amount of Panhandle gas 
burned in the production of carbon black,

used in the manufacture of paints, inks, 
dyes and rubber goods. This use accounted 
for 169 billion cubic feet in 1934, as com- 


pared with 136 billion in 1933. This industry 
is wasteful in that it utilizes processes 
which yield only a small fraction of 
carbon in the gas and wastes the heat ener- 
gy contained in the remainder. The waste 
is suggested by the fact that 1000 cubic feet 
of. gas produces only about one and one- 
third pounds of carbon black, the latter 
having a market value of only 3 or 4 cents 
a pound. The 25 carbon black plants now 
in the Panhandle have an aggregate capac- 
itv of 600,000,000 cubic feet of gas. 


the 


By far the most appalling waste comes, 
however, from the 42 gasoline stripping 
plants in the Panhandle. Ordinarily, of 
course, gasoline is produced by the refining 
of crude oil; but it may also be obtained 
from natural gas by an inexpensive but ex- 
tremely wasteful process called stripping. 
To distinguish it from gasoline produced 
from oil, this product originally was called 
natural gas gasoline, but today the term 
commonly used for it is natural gasoline. 

The cost of erecting a stripping plant is 
small, and the profit is enormous. Gas 
bought by strippers in the Panhandle at 2 
mills per 1000 cubic feet, or about one-twen- 
tieth of the prevailing price of natural gas 
used for fuel. In extracting gasoline from 
natural gas, less than 3 per cent of the heat 
energy of the gas is recovered. The re- 
maining 97 per cent is blown into the air— 
wasted forever. 

The average recovery is only about four- 
tenths gallon of gasoline from 1000 cubic 
feet of gas. The owners of Panhandle 
interests get from strippers only about 6 
cents of each dollar they might receive later 
if the gas were conserved fo! as fuel. 

If it is not stopped soon, the work of the 
strippers is almost certain to increase in 
snowball fashion. Gas companies which 
much prefer to have their gas saved for 
future use as fuel will be virtually forced 
to build stripping plants themselves. Other- 
wise, the gas under their land will be taken 
out through wells on adjoining land. Last 
year, a group of competent engineers esti- 
mated that if stripping were adopted 
throughout the field, the entire gas reser- 
voir would be emptied in 180 days. 

No other state allows such _ profligate 
waste of its gas as that encouraged by the 
Texas law. Several gas conservation bills 
are now before the Legislature, but if State

No practicable 
federal measure for gas control is in sight, 
though a drastic oil-controi bill, such as the

which, he said, would give employ- 


ment to 350,000 Wisconsin men for

In a radio address, the Governor \ 
said he has prepared the plan which 
would be financed by Federal, state 
‘and local governments, but that he | 
would not disclose its details until 
the Wisconsin Legislature has dis- | 
posed of the general budget bill. 


In announcing he would ask his 


state to take the initiative in or- 
ganizing its human and material 
resources to provide work, La Fol-| 
lette said that during the last five | 
years both Government and citi- 
zens have been wasting the wealth 
of the country by supporting id!e 
men, factories, machinery, and land. 


Production, Not Reduction. 
From now on, he added. the ob- 


jective must be “production of 
wealth and not its reduction.” 


The Governor said proper criti- 


cism of the $4,000,000.000 Federal 
work program is not that it 1s too 
large, but that it is too small. 


“I do not dispute,” he said, “that 


$4.000,000,000 is a lot of money. But 
let us not forget what has been 
spent, and above all what has been | 
lost. In the last five vears we have 
lost enough through idleness to buy 
the whole of the United States, lock, 
stock, and barrel.”’ 


Wisconsin, the Governor said. had 


completed a survey of available 
works which is applicable to every 
other state. 

“It does not include all work that 
‘could be done, but it does answer 
once and for all those reactionaries | 
who say we have no work for the 
unemployed,” he said.
